coast without the slightest accident of any kind. The 
coldness of the day prevents visiters going over to the 
roads, but the greatest anxiety is evinced to view the 
improvements. The Prince Albert was one of 
the first vessels employed in demonstrating the ex- 
pedition and security of the Galway Transatlantic 
route, in which the traveller dreads no Channel passage. 
The company’s line has long since become an established 
fact ; and the Prince Albert is now about to renew her 
voyages with greatly enlarged passenger accommodation 
and general arrangements, provided in a style calculated 
to her amongst the first ocean steamers. Her 
tonnage is 1,700, and her burden 2,500 tons. 
Her steam power has been increased since her earlier 
trips. ; A poop has been added, beneath which the grand 
saloon—formerly situated on the deck below—and the 
principal staterooms are now placed. Second and third 
class staterooms for the saloon ngers are fitted 
up on the deck below, on which in other vessels 
the first-class — — are placed. The fare is 
eighteen guineas, or fifteen er twelve, according to the 
sleeping a t selected, all the saloon passengers 
having in other respects the same privileges. ‘These 
improvements raised the first-class cabin accommoda- 
tion to the extent of from 40 to 150 passengers. The 
extent of the steerage has been en from 320 to 
about 550 ngers ; and this department is fitted up 
with especial excellence. A new provision for the com- 
fort of the female passengers, not adopted by any other 
company, has been made in the appointment of a ma- 
tron, for whom a stateroom has been provided, and 
whose duty it is to take charge of and attend to the 
female passengers during the voyage. Captain Nicholas 
Prowse, the present commander of the Prince Albert, 
was lately chief officer of the Great Eastern.— Galway 
Vindicator.

Mr. Tracey's motion 
may be carried, and then it will be blazoned forth to 
the world, that the Corporation of the second city of 
the Empire believes Mr. John Mitchel to be a worthy 
object for Imperial condonation. 

The gross sum levied under the various heads of 
improvement rates,” “sewer rates,“ &c., amounted 
to £50,667. Of this sum £43,925 is devoted to 
paving, lighting, watering, and scavenging the city 
for the coming year. Although the Welsh stone 
pavement is now laid down in our most important 
thoroughfares, the same quantity of Macadamised 
stone, 15,000 tons, is still required. The explanation 
of this is, that the Corporation intend to improve 
the paving of lanes and alleys where the old pave- 
ment exists but in a decayed state. We can testify 
that numbers of the bye-streets and lanes are in a 
most scandalous state. It is a wonder how the poor, 


some and pestilential gutters, live. These passages are 
very narrow and winding ; very seldom can the sun 
dry up the floating debris of all materials festering 
in the roadway. But before the pavement is re- 
paired, it is well to see that the sewerage is pro- 
perly constructed. Let not the same mistake be 
made which Mr. Keatinge complained of. “He 
built a house in Britain-street, and caused a sewer 
“to be built from it into the main sewet, and 
“then found that the main sewer was two 
feet higher than his kitchen floor!” Had not the 
sewer been suddenly stopped up, all the sewage of 
the street would have ittindated the new domicile. 
No roadway can be kept for any time in order if 
wet be allowed to settle on it. Those careful seavengers 
who zealously sweep the mud into quaking bogs on 
the side of the pathways, ás ttaps for the unwary, de- 
stroy the stracture of the road. If the Corporation 
are really desirous of improving the pavement in 
our lanes, they must first secure good drainage, and 
a proper fall for the water. It is with some regret 
we see that though the quantity of Macadamised 
stone is the same, the price is some hundreds less. 
We trust that this does not arise from the inferior 
quality of the stone. To cast upon our roads a mass 
of friable limestone is to throw away money, 


very much too large. Not @ stone should be put 
down which would not pass through a two-inch 
ring. A road is repaired amongst us by throwing 
down some dozen cartloads of inferior stone, admi- 
rably adapted to withstand a charge of catalty. The 
ancient caltrops and modern horse-spikes were far 
inferior as a defence to our Macadamised roads. For a 
month you may see a winding way, where wounded 


the wind and rain and mud have hidden the spiky 
mass, or assisted in blunting its serrated edges. 
Macadamised roads are largely used in Paris and 
throughout England. They are certulnly preferable 
to the jolting causeways now laid down, but then 
they are the result of care and sciente. Mr. Acheson 
promises to introduce the Freneh method amongst 
us, and then, possibly, we may have 4 good roadway, 
without paying £12,000 for the Welsh stone to pave 
half a dozen streets, while Irish stone, said to be of 
as good a quality, could be had in the immediate 
neighbourhood of the city.

Let us talk so, if we please, but let 
us deal equal justice; and let us be wise for ourselves as 
well as for others. With all our science, with our Col- 
lege of Physicians, and our statue of Dr. Jenner, itis 
notorious that the smallpox is rife among us. It is 
spreading, and even increasing in virulence. Nor is 


it possible wholly to prevent the scourge. Youcan stop. 


a man in the streets and search whether he has a knife 
or a pistolabout him; you can even inquire into his history, 
find the record of a conviction against him, and ascer- 
tain his associates, his employment, and his habits; 
but you cannot find whether he is sickening 
with the smallpox, or some other infectious plague. 
Probably he does not know himself whether he has 
been vaccinated or not. If he has not, you cannot lay 
hold of him and vaccinate him against his will. You 
cannot tell any how whether the effect of early vaccina- 
tion has worn out. What, then, can be done? We 
can do what we can. We can give every opportunity 
of vaccination, and provide duly qualified vaccina- 
tors, depots of the material and instruments, lec- 
tures by experienced instructors, and such usual se- 
curities. If the matter is left to chance, there are 
all sorts of dangers. The work may be undertaken 
by men who neither know ner care how to do 
it. The matter may be old, and so useless; 
or it may be worse than useless, by conveying more 
diseases than smallpox. It is in everybody’s experience 
that vaccination fails, or takes so slightly that there is a 
doubt whether it takes or not, or is followed by very 
serious symptoms of a sort wholly unlooked for, and sug- 
gesting a fear that you have imparted, not only a disease 
but a constitutional malady or hereditary taint. These 
dangers are serious to society as well as to individuals, and 
the State is fully justified in providing, if possible, pro- 
per checks to a deadly contagion, and securities against 
these checks themselves being a public nuisance. Old 
people well remember the horror with which the idea 
of vaccination, as before of inoculation, was received 
in some circles. It was thought suicidal and impious. 
Many refused to allow their children to be vaccinated, 
saying they would rather leave them in the hands of 
God than of man. There is just enough foundation for 
these prejudices and alarms to justify placing vaccina- 
tion under public control—at least, in the case of those 
who cannot afford to pay high fees to physicians and 
surgeons. It is also an object, to obtain a stock of facts 
on the subject, in order to ascertain how long the effect 
of vaccination lasts, and why it fails; and what is the 
result of re-vaccination, or its neglect. For this object 
a public system is necessary. 

The Gazette of Tuesday published a system of regula- 
tions issued by the Privy Council, relating to the quali- 
fications of all who shall be allowed to contract for 
vaccination and to act for the contractors; providing 
also fora register of cases. What will be more uni- 
versaily useful is a set of instructions for vaccination 
under contract and signsof successful vaccination. There 
is added a memorandum of arrangements made in Eng- 
land for the public teaching of vaccination and the grant- 
ing of certificates. It appears that there are in Lon- 
don foar public vaceinators, authorised to give certi- 
ficates of proficiency severally, at stations lying wide 
apart. here are eight more at as many 
uf the chief provincial towns ; a very small number, as 
it may seem, but sufficient te enable anybody to com- 
bine instruction on this point with the rest of his medi- 
eal education, or at a slight expense to qualify himself 
simply for the office of vaccinator. The regulations 
leave nothing to be desired, that we can see, and there 
can be no excuse for anyone neglecting the provident 
remedy against this once terrible scourge. ce

would have been the case had an enemy’s fleet lain in 
the offing during the proceedings? Yet no one has ever in 
their wildest dreams of English invasion supposed that 
the attempt could be made with a force numerically so 
small as that just named, The talk has been of invasion 
by fifty, eighty, or a hundred thousand men—and that 
in the face of a Channel fleet every man on board of 
‘which would feel that to allow the invader to pass him 
by was to incur the hatred and contempt of all his race. 
Unforeseen contingencies there must always be ; but in 
so far as human foresight, human power, and human 
spirit furnish the means of positively preventing a 
catastrophe, we do believe that the means are ours, and 
that we should nationally deserve to be subjected to all 
the loss and misery of an invasion if in broad mid-day 
we ever permitted it to take place. 

All that we have said points not to the false security 
of apathy, but, on the contrary, to the paramount duty 
of naval defence. The administration of the richest 
and most envied country in the world ought to be im- 
peached whenever it can be shown that our navy is 
liable, when taken unawares, to be over-matched in the 
Channel. There is, in pointof fact, noconceivable excuse 
for its being so ; and nothing short of treachery can hence- 
torth be imputed to those who would leave us thus un- 
prepared. Assuming, however, that we can always meet 
man for man and gun for gun afloat, it does seem to us 
almost incomprehensible how any numerous flotilla 
of transports should elude hour after hour, and day after 
day, the vigilance of our steam crusiers. Nor should it 
be forgotten that whatever the nominal issue of a run- 
ning fight between rival fleets in the Channel, the prac- 
tical consequence of any decided encounter where 
transports crammed with troops, horses, and munitions 
of war, were exposed to the chances ot the fray, 
must be decisive of the fate of a projected invasion. 
A single shot from an Armstrong gun, in a trans- 
port so fitted, would involve a loss of aggressive 
power that would take weeks to repair; and we 
need hardly pause to note how helpless fragmentary 
portions of an invading force must be, if driven to at- 
tempt a landing on different parts of the coast. But we 
— not pursue the subject further. We are content 
to express our conviction that it is equally unworthy and 
unwise to keep up a clatter of panic in public talk and 
print. What needs to be done ought to be done as fast 
and as thoroughly as possible; but the national desire 
to that effect having been unmistakeably expressed, the 
less that is henceforth said about it the better.

| Mr. Hart, in moving the adoption of the report, said 
that it was very satisfactory to find that the young 
men who had been selected to manage the affairs 
of this Early Closing Association had so ably 
performed their duties, and it was for them 
now to co-operate to attain the ends and objects they 
had in view. (Cheers,) He had gone through the ordeal 
of the late hour system, and it was the dread of its return 
that brought him there that night. He came there for 
the sake of peace, and he would respectfully ask 
Cannock and White to reconsider their decision, for it 
was a decision injurious to the young men, and of no 
substantial benefit to the firm. (Cheers). The dreadful 
system of late closing had deprived them of all means 
of improving themselves, and if this half hour was 
taken from them, other half hours would be added; 
and, once the wedge was got in, they might depend on it 
the old system, with all its abuses, would be re-estab- 
lished. (Cheers.) 

Mr. Hilton seconded the adoption of the report, in 
a few brief and appropriate observations. 

The resolution that the report be adopted was 
then put from the chair, and carried unanimously. 

Mr. Cantley proposed“ That the best thanks of the 
association were due, aud were hereby given, to the 
firms of Todd, Burns, and Co.; M‘Birney, Collis, and

It was also their intention 
to do away with the hour on Saturday evening also. (Re- 
newed cheering.) It was surprising to him upon what 
principle Mr. Cannock could resist this movement—a 
man who himself rose from the ranks, and who should, 
therefore, be fully alive to the importance of early 
closing, as the best means of promoting the morals and 
health of his young men. (Cheers.) His morning 
rides, on his beautiful palfrey, were the admiration of 
the city ; and surely he would not be so selfish as to re- 
fuse a few hours in the evening to his hard-working 
assistants. (Cheers.) He should, however, observe 
that the firm ef Canneck and White had been the 
first to raise the wages of their young men. (Hear, 
hear.) 

The resolution was then put from the chair, and 
unanimously carried. 

Mr. Fielding proposed a resolution, to the effect that 
the association was determined to sustain the early 
closing movement by the press, frequent public meet- 
ings, and all other legitimate means.

MARITIME INTERCOURSE IN TIME OF WAR. 
At a meeting held ia Bremen, on the 2ist of Decein- 
ber, regarding the maritime intercourse in time of war, 
the following resolutions were adopted :— 
~ “Considering that the inviolability of person and 
property forms the sole basis on which the material 
and intellectual intercourse of nations can safely pros- 
per, on which civilisation and wealth can be freely de- 
veloped and penetfate unendangered into the remo- 
test territoriés of the earth; that this principle, 
therefore, ought, even in war, to be held sacred by all 
nations whose ambition it is to be regarded as the 
champions of civilisation: 

„Considering that, in contravention of this prin- 
eiple, what has long since been stigmatised as bar- 
barous violence on land, to rob of their liberty and pro- 
perty private individuals peacefully pursuing their 
avocations, to seize and destroy merchant ships with 
their cargo, to detain their crews as prisoners, inter- 
national law in naval wars still permits: 

„Considering further, that a consciousness of the in- 
justice of this procedure is already felt on all*sides; 
that the ‘Declaration’ of the Congress at Paris of the 
16th of April, 1856, which has been acceded to by al- 
most all States, has begun to pave the way for just views 
of the subject ; that it protects not only the interests of 
neutrals, but also the property of subjects and citizens 
of belligerent States, if on board of neutral ships; that, 
partly in consequence of this Declaration,’ partly from 
the avowed wish of many governments —for instance, 
that of the United States of America—to see the long- 
established injustice completely abolished, the universal 
acknowledgment of the claims of private individuals 
engaged in commerce and navigation to security for 
perty, provided they do not 


act contrary to the conditions of war, is materially tasci-

DR. VAUGHAN, OF HARROW. 

Dr. Vaughan, the late Head Master of Harrow, was en- 
tertained by his pupils at diuner on Tuesday evening, ia 
the Freemasons’ Tavern. Mr. Charles Currer was in 
the chair, and about 250 gentlemen joined in the de- 
monstration. Among those present were Lord Spencer, 
Lord Radstock, Lord Sanden, Lord Hamilton, Lord Eus- 
tace Cecil, Lord Mahon, Mr. Abel Smith, M P., the 
Hon. E. Ashley, the Hon. Reginald Capel, Mr. Spencer 
Percival, Mr. Vaughan Hawkins, Mr. Ralph Earle, and 
Mr. Digby. | 

After the usual loyal toasts, the Chairman proposed 
the health of Dr. Vaughan, and referred to his labours 
at the commencement of bis career. When Dr. 

) Vaughan arrived at Harrow, in the beginning of 1845, 
the pupils were not more than 69 in number, and the 
whole place—school, masters, tradesmen, ard al—w 
almost on the verge of bankruptcy. Nor was the 
aspect of the schooi any better. The reputation of the 
Bee was almost as bad aa it could be, and he believed 
| Dr. Vaughan, ou his first visit to Harrow, was seriously 
recommended to expel the school en masse. (A laugh.) 
But that suggestion he rejected aa soon 4s it was made. 
He determined to deal with the school ashe found it. 
He resolved to trust tothe pupils, and before long he 
found that they did not abuse his confidence. (Hear, 
hear.) He had won the entire confidence of the 
school, of five generations of pupils, who proudly 
claimed him as a genuine Harrow-man. (Cheers.) Ano- 
ther striking feature in Dr. Vaughan's administration 
was that he had combined with exquisite tact that strict 
discipline, that high moral tone, that manliness of 
thought, and that freedom of action, which together 
constituted the admirable type of the cultivated and 
liberal-minded Englishman. (Cheers.) Nor upon such 
an occasion as the present ought they to forget the 
noble use which Dr. Vaughan had made of the emalu- 
ments of his office. He had never sought to make 
gain of Harrow; on the contrary, bis left hand knew 
not the hundredth part of the noble acts of generosity 
which his right hand had unostentatiously donc. 
Cheers.) The name of Dr. Vaughan, in short, was 
ply engraven on the hearts of his grateful pupils, 
of some 1,800 Englishmen; no small nor influegtial por- 
tion of the rising generation, who felt that they owed 
to him the formation of whatever was best and Wor. 
thiest in their characters, of whatever was to give form 
and colour to the whole tenor of their future lives. 
(Cheers. ) 

Ur. Vaughan returned thanks. He need hardly aay 
that the life of a head master was a very fatiguing, as 
well as a very responsible one. It had to know long 
days and short nights; it had to verify and illustrate á 
beautiful passage of Seripture—“ There were many 
coming aud going, and they had no leisure so much as to 
eat.” It was a life at all times of great anxiety. To 
control something like 500 human wills, especially 
if they were young wills, subject to every gust 
of temper and passion, must always be a difficult, 
arduous, and anxious task. In such a life, indeed, 
teaching was a relaxation. The hours he spent with his 
sixth form were the lightest he had known in the service 
at Harrow. (Cheers.) Speaking of his intention to retire, 
the friends whom he consulted approved his intention, 
and one of them, a person of great distinction ia the 
public service, told him that having been blessed with 
15 years of remarkable prosperity he ought to tempt for- 
tune no longer. (Hear.) He had always been a great 
lover of completeness. He liked to see a round period, 
a finished work, andho had trom the first intended to 
quit Harrow at the exact end of 15 years, which, to his 
mind, was a very different thing from leaving it at the 
end of 15 years anda half, or at the end of 17 years. He 
had always likewise been a lover of decision. The 
most important events of his life had been rapid, brief, 
almost sudden. In September, 1840, he commenced his 
residence in London as a student of law, and in Septem- 
ber, 1841, he was a clergyman in full orders, and incum- 
bent of a populous parish. In November, 1844, he was 
quietly pursuing his parochial duties, and in January, 
1845 he was installed ia the chair at Harrow aud busily 
engaged in the administration ofits affairs. If, then, in 
August, 1859, he framed the deliberate conviction that 
he could with safety and propriety retire from Harrow 
at the clase of the year, they need not be surprised to 
find him in January, 1860, the occupant of an humble 
heme in the ‘parish of Southborough, near Tunbridge 
Wells, (Cheers and laughter.) He regretted to detain 
them, but he hoped they were not sorry to hear once 
again, though with something of garrulousness, a voice 
so long familiar to them in the sixth-form room, the 
speech-room, and the chapel at Harrow. (Cheers.) 

It was announced in the course of the evening that it 
is intended to establish a Vaughan library at Harrow, 
for the use of about 100 of the upper boys of the school. 
The cost is estimated at £4,000, of which a half has 
been already subscribed. One of Dr. Vaughan’s pupils 
has contributed the munificent sum of 41.000.

The Queen 
herself has deeply felt it, and it has contributed to 
diminish the effect of the war in the eyes of the 
country. 

é“ Hostilities, as you are long aware, have now com- 
menced ; the army, with O'Donnell at its head, is in 
Africa. We have already had proof that the Moors are 

not só backward in the art of war, or so cowardly in 
their nature, as the generality of people have believed. 
Notonly do they fight as well as we do, but, from the 
very first day, they have taken the initiative in attack. 
It is true we have possessed ourselves of the Serallo 
without the least difficulty, but it has already cost us 
dear to maintain our position in it. The Serallo is a 
little cluster of old houses, about a league from Ceuta, 
which the Moors of the Riff occupied, and which we took. 
Echagne, who commanded the 1st corps d’armee, amount- 
ing to 10,000 men, wished to fortify the Serallo, 
and he built a redoubt. He stationedin it the infantry 
regiment of Bourbon, the chasseurs of Burbastro, with 
some pieces of artillery. On the 25th (November) the 
garrison were, a little after midday, taking their dinner, 
wen they were surprised by 800 Moors, who fell, poniard 
in hand, on them. Our men snatched up their arms, 
but in an instant they saw that the 800 Moors were sup- 
ported by 3,000 others, who came behind. The melee 
was sanguinary. The battalions of Bourbon and 
Nurbastro were almost cut to pieces, and the ground 
was covered with dead bodies. Echagne, who observed 
from Ceuta what was going on, marched out in a hurry 
two brigades to the assistance of the troops of the 
Serallo, The combat lasted till nightfall. The Moors 
lost many men, but we had more than 300 killed, 
among whom were 40 officers, and nearly 1,000 hors de 
combat. Such was the affair of the 25th. 

“Tt is unnecessary to tell you that a panic went 
through the country like lightning. Many families 
are in mourning and in anguish O'Donnell is now in 
Ceuta, andthe war continues as desperate as possible. 
But all this only increases the general uneasiness, It 
is feared that the war will be of long duration, and 
will require many sacrifices both in men and money. 
Then we see that, from a spirit of coterie O’Donnell 
has selected generals—for instance, like Zabala, Ros de 
Olano, and Garcia—who are by no means competent; 
while he leaves in obscurity those who have commanded 
large bodies of troops during the civil war.” 

RUSSIA. 

The /nvalide Nusse, in an article entitled “A Few Words 
apropos of the Congress,” explains in the following terms 
the policy to be pursued by Russia in the regulation of 
the questions which are to be submitted to the delibera- 
tion of the Congress. The Russian journal says:— 

Let us examine what are the principal points to 
which the Congress will direct its inquiries. It 
would have been extremely useful in the month of April 
last, because it would have prevented a terrible loss of 
blood between two powerful and warlike nations. At 
present it has only to pronounce on facts accomplished 
previous to and since the war. The first question that 

presents itself is this:—What Powers ought to be invi- 
ted to take part in it? First, the Congress ought to be 
composed of representatives from the five great Powers. 
According to the principles laid down at the Congress 
of Vienna, no change should take place in Europe with- 
out the consent of the five Powers. The Congress of 
Aix-la-Chapelle, of Laybach, and of Verona, which suc- 
ceeded the Congress of Vienna, formed a species of tri- 
bunal for the other Powers. The war between France 
and Spain for the re-establishment of Ferdinand VII. 
was not the result of that The kingdom of 
Greece was established by three Powers only. Bel- 
gium was separated from Holland by a conference of 
the great Powers assembled in London. Again, in the 
month of April last, it was proposed to convoke the 
five great Powers solely to decide on the fate of Italy. 
At present it is determined to appeal to a Congress of 
nll the Powers who signed the treaty of Vienna, which 
treaty has undergone a change by the present situation 
of (Italy and Naples. Rome and Sardinia will more- 
over be admitted. The approaching Congress will have 
first to settle the affairs of Central Italy. It is neces- 
sary to re-establish the order of things which existed 
previous to the war, or are the facts accomplished since 
the 29th April last to be acknowledged? If the 
majority of the Powers adopt the first of these two 
alternatives, the Congress must find means to execute 
thedecree of the European Areopagus. Should the em- 
ployment of ſcree become necessary, to what Power 
il be entrusted the execution of the clause}? Above all, 
the Congress will have to enter on the question of right.

500,000 oysters a day, are lying idle. The fishermen 
demand 20f. a thousand for taking the oysters, and they 
refuse to work until their demandsare complied with. 
The Cherbourg oyster fishery has been established 
only two years. 


Srurarnr FOR THE Pore.—Two great meetings, as 
they are called, have just been held in Waterford and 
Cork, for the purpose of expressing sympathy with the 
Pope, and upholding—as far as violent declaration can 
do so—his temporal sovereignty. We are glad to per- 
ceive that the Roman Catholic nobility, gentry, and 
respectable middle classes hold studiously aloof from 
such senseless demonstrations. The speakers, for the 
most part are priests, with afew such representatives of 
of the laity as Mr. Maguire, M.P., aud Mr. Pope 
Hennessy. In fact, from first to last, the attempt 
to get up a pro-Papal agitation in Ireland has been 
a miserable failure. It is impossible to interest the 
people at large on the subject. Violent speaking 
and seditious writing possess few attractions for 
the multitude, who, taught to detest Monarchy 
at home, are now called upon to sympathize with the 
very worst form of despotism abroad. Naturally, any 
feelings they have on the question arein favour of the 
Italian patriots, in whose glorious emancipation from 
Austrian and Papal rule they fancy they can see the fore- 
shadowing of their own successful revolt against “ Bri- 
tish dominions.” “Italy for the Italians” sounds so 
like Ireland for the Irish,” that the priests have not 
yet been able tosupplant it by the cry of Italy for the 
Austrians—Italy for the Pope. It is true the seditious 
Utramontane press is doing its treasonable best to pro- 
mote a warlike feeling in favour of the Pope. England 
is denounced as intriguing against the Holy Father’s 
temporal sovereignty, excited thereto by detestation of 
his spiritual supremacy. As a specimen of the style of 
writing indulged in, take the following from the Water- 
ford Citizen—a journal now conducted by one of the re- 
turned refugees of 48 :— 

“ For our own part, speaking from this tribune alone, 
and free to interpret the sentiments which animate this 
Catholic land, we bid these ruffians to desist as they 
value the stability of the Throne. We tell them that 
our allegiance to the Rock of Peter is older, holier and 
stronger far than our allegiance to the Throne of Pian- 
tagenet or Guelph ; that our allegiance to God is higher 
than our allegiance to Cesar; that if they make war 
upon the Papacy they make war upon us, and that we 
will make war upon them in return; that if they send 
a million of bayonets to sustain Barabbas we will send 
a million of men to sustain the Vicar of Christ —a million 
of men prepared, too, it may be, to avenge on the Tiber 
the treason perpetrated on the banks of the Shannon.“ 

This bombast is silly enough, and quite harmless 
withal, though the sentiments are not of the most loyal 
character. Indeed there is not a Roman Catholic 
country in Europe, except, perhaps, constitutional Bel- 
gium and Sardinia, wheresuch a ridiculous exhibition of 
seditious feeling would be permitted to pass unpunished. 
Free Governments, strong in the affections of the people, 
can afford to grant a licence to the seditions, which the 
strongest despotisms do not feel quite safe in allowing.—

Owen M'Gowan, head-constable, examined—On the 
night of the 5th, I was present in the barrack when 
the body was brought in ; it presented a very mutilated 
appearance ; you could see a ball in the breast that had 
come from the back; it was kept in the body merely 
by the skin; there was the appearance ofa ball also 
on the face; I found two ball cartridges missing from 
Holden’s cartouch box ; Holden was then reduced to 
the position of sub-constable ; I had seen M Clelland 
alive between six and seven evening ; he had ex- 
pressed his intention of goiúg with John Holden to Dr. 
Slane, to interfere on 2 there was a 
pistol missing on that night; it was the Mounted 
Orderly Holden's pistol; the cartridges in the 
pouch are made to fit the pistol; L4aw Holden mounted 
about eight o’clock; he had cloak on, and was 
riding down the street; shortly afterwards I heard 
that Mr. Matthews had been beaten ; I ordered out the 
men, and we found Mr. Matthews ; he presented 
a wonderful appearance—-you would not imagine 
he could live; he was brought to his own house ; 
when I was told that Mounted Orderly Holden 
was seen at Mr. Evans’ gate, it created a suspicion in 
my mind that Holden was the person who had com- 
mitted the outrage ; I thought it right to examine for 
his arms in the barrack ; I got them, except a pistol 
that was missing; I saw him going down the street; 
I gave him no leave to go; Mr. Matthews’ horse was 
taken by Holden, who had been reduced to the position 
of sub-constable that morning ; the pistol and gun bul- 
lets are the same size, according to my belief; Lhave not 
seen Holden since I saw him going down the street ; 
his cloak was found in Mr. Matthews’ stable by Major 
Knox ; there was a fresh stain of blood upon it—on the 
lining of the cape (identifies the cloak produced as that 
of Holden, it is numbered 7,084); Constable Kearns 
mentioned to me that he had got a letter in Holden’s 
room addressed to me ; I accompanied Major Knox into 
the barrack, and Kearns gave me this letter; Kearns was 
told afterwards, by Major Knox, to retain this letter ; I 
heard it read. 

Major Knox, examined, said—On the night of the 5th 
I was informed that Mr. Matthews was murdered, or 
badly beaten ; I went to his house, and got such infor- 
mation as led me to believe that Constable Holden had 
something to do with it; at any rate, he had gone away; 
I caused an extensive search to be made, and with the 
help of different constables, I went into the plantations 
around the town ; I heard that M’Clelland was missing, 
and it being supposed that he had been made away with 
by this man Holden, I thought it necessary to make an 
extensive search ; I went into the stables used by Mr. 
Matthews and the mounted constable, and found on the 
saddle rack the mounted constable’s cloak, folded up in 
the neatest way, and placed on the stand ; I had it ex- 
amined in the kitchen of the police barracks, and blood 
was found upon it. Major Knox said that he had gone 
down the road inthe direction where the body was 
found, and accompanied it into town. 

Francis Kearns, acting-constable, deposed to finding 
the following letter on Holden’s table, about ten o’clock 
at night, on Monday last; it had not been out of his 
= since. Witness then read the following 

etter :— 
“ Dungannon, 5th December. 

“ Head-ConstableM‘Gowan.—Dear Sir,—You, for one, 
are aware of how I have been treated by those three 
vagabonds. I wish you to make it known as much as 
possible. I blame M‘Clelland most. I have never met 
so confounded a scoundrel in all my life as he was. 
Matthews was the very essence of meanness. He had the 
cheek to tell me he was sorry forme. I request you 
will be so kind as to return Mr. Manby my sincere 
thanks for his exertions on my behalf, and say to him 
that I know how to feel grateful for his kindness. You 
will also be kind enough to give all my things to my 
unfortunate wife—books and all in my room are mine, 
except a few articles-which belong to Constable Morton, 
which he can get of course. I have made an effort to 
bear up against this inhuman decision in my case, but I 
find the thing too much for me. I have been too good 
for the force, but now I go with the tide. Farewell !— 
Yours truly, “J. Hotpen.” 

Witness—I swear that is the writing of Holden. 

George Slane, examined—I was passing along the 
Coalisland-road about seven o'clock; I met two policemen 
at Mr. M‘Ginley’s field ; they had grey coats or cloaks 
on them ; my impression was it was the black sergeant 
and the horse policeman ; I passed them carelessly by, 
and believed them to be Sergeant M‘Clelland and Hol- 
den; I am still of that opinion. 

John Donnelly, examined—I was acquainted with the 
late Robert M‘Clelland well ; I know John Holden well; 
I saw them on Monday night at a quarter before seven ; 
I saw them about twenty yards from Mr. Quain's gate; 
they were going towards Coalisland. 

Michael M‘Namara, examined—lI am a constable, sta- 
tioned at Dundalk; I received information on yesterday, 
6th inst., of the murder; I saw a description charging 
John Holden with the murder of Constable M‘Clelland, 
on the 5th inst., also with stabbing Sub-inspector 
Matthews; in uence of that description, I pro- 
ceeded, about twenty minutes past ten o'clock, with 
Sub-constable John Hickey, to search the lodging- 
houses; after searching about half a dozen lodging- 
houses, we'went to another lodging-house, kept by Thos. 
— I inquired if there were any lodgers in the

NEWRY ELECTION. 
M‘Lester v. Fegan. 

Mr. D. C. Heron opened the pleadings. The case was of 
the same nature, arising out of the Newry election, as the 
one recently tried before the Lord Chief Justice of the Common 
Pleas. It was brought under the Corrupt Practices Act, the 
17th and 18th Vic., chap. 102, to recover penalties for bribery. 
The first count averred that the defendant promised 
money toa man named M'‘Clory, to vote at the election for 
Mr. Peter Quin, the present representative for the borough 
of Newry. The defence was a traverse of the allegation, 
and the issue for the jury was whether the defendant pro- 
mised the money to John M‘Clory, in order to induce him 
to vote, or refrain from voting. 

Mr. Serjeant O Hagan stated the case, from which it ap- 
peared that his client, Mr. M’Lester, was a voter in Newry, 
and the defendant, Mr. Fegan, was head clerk to the agent of 
the trustees for the Kilmurry estate. In that important 
position he continued down to a very recent period, and he 
was known in the town of Newry as a person who took much 
interest in the political affairs of Newry. The candidates 
atthe last election for Newry were Mr. Kirk and Major 

Varing. The latter gentleman resigned, and Mr. Quin 
stood in his place on the Conservative interest. Mr. Kirke 
the night before the election, retired, and a gentleman named 
M 3lain, a barrister, stood in his place, but was defeated by 
Mr. Quinn. M'‘Clery, on the 22nd April, 1859, received 
a letter from the defendant, Mr. James Fegan, as follows :— 
“ Dear Sir,—Can you do anything for my friend, Mr. Quin, 
at the approaching election? if so, I might be of some service 
to you. Write to me to-night where I could see you, or you 
might take a walk as far as my house on Sunday evening— 
Yours truly, James Fegan, It would appear that M‘Clory 
was aman in embarrassed circumstances, who had taken the 
benefit of the Insolvent Act, and was undoubtedly a person 
open to temptation. The learned counsel then proceeded to give 
an outline of the matters that, he said, would be proved in 
evidence, in reference to the alleged offering of a bribe to 
M‘Clory, either to vote for Mr. Quin, or abstain from 
voting against him, as required. 

John M'‘Clory was examined by Mr. Armstrong, Q.C.., 
and deposed that he was an elector of the borough of 
Newry, and that he received, on the 22nd of April, the 
letter referred to from the defendant ; that letter was sent 
to him after Mr. Fegan called at his house, but could not see 
him ; witness was on the stairs when Mr. Fegan called with 
another gentleman, to see him, but he did not show; after 
receiving the letter, he called upon the defendant at his hodse, 
and had some conversation with him; the defendant came 
out with him, and accompanied him to the house of a con- 
ducting agent for Mr. Quin; on the way there was 
a conversation about the election, and about money; 
that the defendant said he could not be a direct agent him- 
self, but that there would be money going, and that the 
would have on that occasion the Government money whic 
Mr. Kirk had on a previous occasion. They parted at Brown's, 
the conducting agent's house. The witness stated that upon 
another occasion, shortly before the election, which took 
— 1 “- the 4th of May, he saw the defendant in the par- 
our of Mr.Hamilton’s — house, opposite to which witness 
lived in Newry ; that the defendant told him he could not bea 
direct agent. but that there was a friend, an old pensioner, of 
witness outside, named Donaldson, who would communicate 
with witness, and that he (deſendant) would guarantee or be 
answerable for Donaldson's acts; Donaldson came in, and 
defendant went away, and Donaldson said to witness he had 
£30 for him, if he would accompany him to Liver- 
pool—the route to be to Warrenpoint, across the 
bay of Carlingford, to the railway at alk, and from 
thence to Dublin ; this was on the Sat y evening before 
the polling, which took upon Wednesday ; witness said 
he would not go the following day, it being Sunday, but

The defenlant was then called to the box, atid stated that 
when the circumstance occurred, he was labouring from the 
effects of liquor, which had excited him ; the fact that a con- 
demnatory opinion should be pronounced upon his horse 
made him angry; the witness further stated, that he had 
never seen the plaintiff till the day in question, and that he 
had been prompted to speak as he had done through passion. 

A witness was called, who proved that the plaintiff had 
shown himself willing to accept the defendant's apology, on 
payment of costs and an insertion of such apology in the 
public newspapers. 

The jury found for the plaintiff, with £50 damages.

In the matter of John Knight Read, an alleged lunatic. 
A VALUABLE JUROR. 

The Commissioners of Lunacy, Messrs. Brady and Henn, 
sat yesterday for the purpose of charging the jury in this 
case, which was an issue directed by the Court of Chancery 
to inquire inte the state of mind of the alleged lunatic, Mr. 
John Knight Read. When the names of the jury were called, 
bat eleven of the gentlemen answered, and it was ascertained 
the twelfth gentleman was non est. 

His brother jurors were called on by the commissioners 
to explain his unaccountable absence, after his listening to 
the case for two days, and then to act in such a manner. 
Two of the gentlemen, with a smile upon their countenances, 
stated they were in company with the absent one, and unfortu- 
nately went into the Court of Queen’s Bench to look about 
them, when the registrar called Mr. Thomas J. Williamson 

the absent one), to answer to his name on pain of £50. 
This gentleman, perceiving his difficulty, explained his 
condition—that he was a sworn juror before the Lunac 
Commissioners, to decide upon the state of a man’s mind, 
and that he was about coming to a conclusion. The 
registrar, Mr. Courtenay, intimated to him that the 
Court of Queen’s Bench could not be delayed, and that 
he should “go up to the box.” The gentleman did 
so, and two of his brother jurors inthe lunacy case with 
dismay saw him take the oath to well and truly 
try the issue in the Queen’s Bench. With reluctance 
he appeared to take the oath, no doubt, conscious of the 
dilema which his unforeseen absence would cause in the 
lunacy court.

An Indiarubber tube, with a ta 
end, is adapted to one of the necks, and is Wr 
insertion into the nostril; the other neck remains * 
the operator stopping it with his thumb when 
sary. ‘The tubeis 17 centimetres in length, and - 
diameter of at least 13 millimetres. 'To use ha. 
ratus, pour about ten or twelve grammes of e 2 
into the bottle, and having stopped the 
lature with your thumb, let the patient receive 
tube into his nostril, recommending him to 
naturally. There being no communication det 
the bottle and the atmosphere, the Chloroform d 
not evaporate, and the patient is not aware of 
pleasant sensation. ‘The subject having now — 
the habit of breathing in that way, the oper 
gradually slackens the pressure of his thumb, u 
allows a little air to enter, by which means — 
inhales atmospheric air charged with a little Chloroforg 
From that moment, according as the paintul sensation 
increases or diminishes, the outer air is alternately 
mitted or excluded, until, the thumb being entire 
withdrawn, the patient receives the full quantity x 
quired.
